Folks, 

The Governor is embarking on an 'economic recovery blitz' beginning in December to travel the state and highlight all of 
the important investments that we have made in the Commonwealth, even in the face of economic uncertainty and 
declining resources. The statewide campaign is designed to help inform the public that while we have had to make 
tough budget decisions, and much pain is being felt, we are in fact still leading the state forward on a number of our 
priorities. 

Similar to the Mass Recovery effort over the past few months 

( http://www.mass.gov/7pagelD=stimhomepage&L=l&LO=Home&sid=Fstim : see releases on right side), the 16-region 
tour will take the Governor and his team to every corner of the state for 2 -3 local visits a week over December and 
January (schedule is attached: Economic Recover Visits Schedule.doc). 

For each region, they are asking for suggestions as to what we want to highlight in terms of our investments in 
education, including but not limited to ARRA, capital investments and bond bill disbursements, among other programs. 
An example could be hosting an event at a school where ARRA money has saved jobs, or at a college campus where 
capital investment is allowing us to expand opportunities for students. We're looking for success stories, whether they 
be about an individual or an institution. 

In order to accomplish this goal, they are asking for a full list of major investments, both state and federal, in the 
following areas as well as for recommendations for what an event might look like. 

They have made this request of all secretariats and expect to bundle programs together. So, if he is highlighting a bridge 
project in a community where we've also made investments, we want him to be able to list the education item during 
the visit and in the press release. We recognize that we're not going to have something for every region but I'm sure 
there is plenty to highlight. 

I recognize that this is a big ask on a holiday week but they have requested the information in by the end of the day on 
Friday, November 27. Thank you for helping us meet that goal and taking advantage of this opportunity to profile your 
work.

New Roots 


For homeless women veterans, garden project at VA helps rebuild sense of place

NORTHAMPTON - Outside Cottage 23 at the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs Medical Center in Leeds, small 
garden plots are giving women a longed-for sense of roots. 

Cottage 23 is a shelter for women run by the nonprofit veterans support organization Soldier On. It is home to five 
female veterans who can soon add "vegetable gardener" to their resumes. 

The group planted the garden with help and materials from Robinson Donovan, a law firm in Springfield. 

"We all discussed what we wanted to grow and then the Soldier On shelter in Pittsfield started the plants for us," 
said Laurie McGrath, director of Soldier On's women's program. 

Most women in the cottage say that given their periodic homelessness, they hadn't gardened in years. 

"I don't think any of us would claim to be a great gardener," McGrath said. 

As the story of this new garden emerges, it is clear, it will intertwine with the tales residents are already sharing of 
their lives before coming together inside the safety of Cottage 23.

'Took convincing' 

Resident Kim Tougas, a native of South Hadley, served in the military for 17 years. As an Air Force reservist at 
Westover Air Reserve Base, she was activated for Operation Desert Storm in 1991, but was never deployed. After 
leaving the military in 1999, Tougas said that escalating problems with alcohol brought her to the Soldier On shelter. 
"I was going downhill fast," Tougas said. "My father got me an application for the shelter, but it took a lot of 
convincing for me to come." 

Tougas eventually agreed to move into the house, and said she was shocked at how comfortable she felt. "It wasn't 
a shelter like I thought, with cots and stuff. It really feels like a home," she said. 

Tougas said that with the aid of the hospital's substance abuse program and the house's no-substance policy, she 
has been sober since she moved in a year ago. "After I went through the program, I was able to go back to school at 
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Holyoke Community College. I'm getting a degree in human services so I can give back what I got, and then I want 
to get my own place," she said. 

Kerry Lahey, case manager for the women's program, said Soldier On designs an individual program for each 
person who enters the house. 


"They each come here for a different reason. We develop a treatment plan that plugs them into whatever they need 
to improve their lives, whether that's counseling, food stamps or a disability pension," Lahey said. 



Needed a bed 

Resident Pam Provo says she came to the shelter early this year looking only for a bed. But she is now improving 
greatly due to her program, she said. Provo got off the bus at the V.A. campus on a Friday afternoon in January, 
and was immediately given housing at the Soldier On women's shelter. "I came with only the clothes on my back 
and a coffee mug," Provo recalled. "They gave me clothes and a shower and even gave me my own room. I slept so 
well that night." 

Another factor helped Provo feel at home that night: when she arrived at the shelter she was greeted by her older 
sister. "She just walked into my room a few hours after I got here. I hadn't seen her in years, and I had no idea she 
lived here, too." 

Provo hadn't had a room to herself in 3!4 years. After serving at an Air Force base in Texas in the mid-1980s, Provo 
moved back to Florence to get married and raise a family. She and her husband separated in 2002, and Provo lived 
in apartments in Northampton and Greenfield until she could no longer afford them. 

In August 2005, she began living on the street and in shelters in various cities. "I've lived in Tampa, Sioux Falls, 
Washington, D.C., Springfield and Boston. I stayed in New York City for a week one winter, but it was easier to live 
on the streets there than in the shelters because they are so overcrowded," Provo said. 
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Part of the care that Provo receives at the shelter is regular visits to the podiatrist because of frostbite and other foot 
problems she developed during her years of homelessness. 

"I feel like I'm not homeless anymore. I have my own things, and I feel safe and have friends here," Provo said. "The 
other shelters before were just cots. They definitely didn't have gardens." 

"I love my room," Provo said with pride, looking about her space inside Cottage 23. "It's cozy and homey ... and I 
have my own TV." Each of the women's rooms has a different color scheme, thanks to help from the Wilbraham 
Junior Women's Club, which redecorated the interior of the house, bringing in leather couches, wood tables, 
curtains and other furnishings. 

Now, Provo is seeking a volunteer position at Cooley Dickinson Hospital and hopes to go to school to be a medical 
assistant in the future. Provo said she is also looking for permanent housing and hopes to get a car.

Mission builds 

John F. Downing, president and chief executive officer of Soldier On, in a visit with the women of Cottage 23, joked 
about how rare it was to have a man in the house. "The house is run by women for women," Downing said. "I think 
the garden is a reflection of the growth - they are healing and supporting each other, and together they have the 
independence to make the house their own." 

Downing said that until four years ago, both men and women inhabited the 12-bed shelter. "I think women veterans 
sometimes get lost in the system. When they were living in the house with men, I think they were getting treated like 
men," Downing said. "They're coming here to escape something, so we needed to develop an environment where 
women could feel safe, so the momentum could stop and the healing could begin." 

Outside, Tougas pointed out spaces where beans, lettuce, squash, cucumbers and other vegetables have been 
planted in the three large garden boxes in the cottage's backyard. 
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She said she and her housemates hope to have some of the more artistically inclined veterans on the campus 
decorate the sides of the wood boxes, to make the yard even brighter. Although the recent rain has taken care of 
the watering, Tougas said the next project for the veteran gardeners is weeding. 

McGrath said that Robinson Donovan, the Springfield law firm, plans to stay involved with the women at Soldier On. 
Since 2008, it has offered marketing, public relations and pro-bono legal services. 

It will return in the coming weeks to plant marigolds and put in stakes for the green beans. The firm hopes to share a 
"harvest meal" when the vegetables are picked, McGrath said. 

Karen Gravelin, chief operating officer of Robinson Donovan, said that getting to know the women of Cottage 23 
while gardening is a highlight of the project. "It was great to talk to the women there and share our life experiences 
and listen to theirs," Gravelin said. "It was very humbling."

She said she and her housemates hope to have some of the more artistically inclined veterans on the campus 
decorate the sides of the wood boxes, to make the yard even brighter. Although the recent rain has taken care of 
the watering, Tougas said the next project for the veteran gardeners is weeding.

Since 2008, it has offered marketing, public relations and pro-bono legal services. 
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It will return in the coming weeks to plant marigolds and put in stakes for the green beans. The firm hopes to share a

New Roots 

For homeless women veterans, garden project at VA helps rebuild sense of place

NORTHAMPTON - Outside Cottage 23 at the U.S. Department of Veterans Affairs Medical Center in Leeds, small 
garden plots are giving women a longed-for sense of roots. 

Cottage 23 is a shelter for women run by the nonprofit veterans support organization Soldier On. It is home to five 
female veterans who can soon add "vegetable gardener" to their resumes. 

The group planted the garden with help and materials from Robinson Donovan, a law firm in Springfield. 
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"We all discussed what we wanted to grow and then the Soldier On shelter in Pittsfield started the plants for us," 
said Laurie McGrath, director of Soldier On's women's program. 

Most women in the cottage say that given their periodic homelessness, they hadn't gardened in years. 

"I don't think any of us would claim to be a great gardener," McGrath said. 

As the story of this new garden emerges, it is clear, it will intertwine with the tales residents are already sharing of 
their lives before coming together inside the safety of Cottage 23.

'Took convincing' 

Resident Kim Tougas, a native of South Hadley, served in the military for 17 years. As an Air Force reservist at 
Westover Air Reserve Base, she was activated for Operation Desert Storm in 1991, but was never deployed. After 
leaving the military in 1999, Tougas said that escalating problems with alcohol brought her to the Soldier On shelter. 
"I was going downhill fast," Tougas said. "My father got me an application for the shelter, but it took a lot of 
convincing for me to come." 

Tougas eventually agreed to move into the house, and said she was shocked at how comfortable she felt. "It wasn't 
a shelter like I thought, with cots and stuff. It really feels like a home," she said. 

Tougas said that with the aid of the hospital's substance abuse program and the house's no-substance policy, she 
has been sober since she moved in a year ago. "After I went through the program, I was able to go back to school at 
Holyoke Community College. I'm getting a degree in human services so I can give back what I got, and then I want 
to get my own place," she said. 

Kerry Lahey, case manager for the women's program, said Soldier On designs an individual program for each 
person who enters the house. 

"They each come here for a different reason. We develop a treatment plan that plugs them into whatever they need 
to improve their lives, whether that's counseling, food stamps or a disability pension," Lahey said. 
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Needed a bed 

Resident Pam Provo says she came to the shelter early this year looking only for a bed. But she is now improving 
greatly due to her program, she said. Provo got off the bus at the V.A. campus on a Friday afternoon in January, 
and was immediately given housing at the Soldier On women's shelter. "I came with only the clothes on my back 
and a coffee mug," Provo recalled. "They gave me clothes and a shower and even gave me my own room. I slept so 
well that night." 

Another factor helped Provo feel at home that night: when she arrived at the shelter she was greeted by her older 
sister. "She just walked into my room a few hours after I got here. I hadn't seen her in years, and I had no idea she 
lived here, too." 

Provo hadn't had a room to herself in 314 years. After serving at an Air Force base in Texas in the mid-1980s, Provo 
moved back to Florence to get married and raise a family. She and her husband separated in 2002, and Provo lived 
in apartments in Northampton and Greenfield until she could no longer afford them. 

In August 2005, she began living on the street and in shelters in various cities. "I've lived in Tampa, Sioux Falls, 
Washington, D.C., Springfield and Boston. I stayed in New York City for a week one winter, but it was easier to live 
on the streets there than in the shelters because they are so overcrowded," Provo said. 

Part of the care that Provo receives at the shelter is regular visits to the podiatrist because of frostbite and other foot 
problems she developed during her years of homelessness. 

"I feel like I'm not homeless anymore. I have my own things, and I feel safe and have friends here," Provo said. "The 
other shelters before were just cots. They definitely didn't have gardens." 

"I love my room," Provo said with pride, looking about her space inside Cottage 23. "It's cozy and homey ... and I 
have my own TV." Each of the women's rooms has a different color scheme, thanks to help from the Wilbraham 
Junior Women's Club, which redecorated the interior of the house, bringing in leather couches, wood tables, 
curtains and other furnishings. 
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Now, Provo is seeking a volunteer position at Cooley Dickinson Hospital and hopes to go to school to be a medical 
assistant in the future. Provo said she is also looking for permanent housing and hopes to get a car.

> I agree that the unintentional downside of Jim's "suspension" sanction is that the ability of the camp to attract 
and retain potential members may be compromised. However, the fact is that the suspension was inteneded for only 
this year.

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Next Week m Congress 


The Fiscal Year 2009 (FY09) supplemental spending measure will remain at the forefront of debate on Capi¬ 
tol Hill next week. Approval of the measure, which provi des additional fiscal year funding for military opera¬ 
tions in Iraq and Afghanistan/Pakistan, by tbe f tj.11 Senate and possibly final action in botb chambers is likely 
if tbe joint House /Senate conference committee is brief. Regardless, witb only five legislative days left before 
Congress temporairily adj ourns for tbe Memorial Day recess, tbe state of war operations will encompass tbe 
balance of tbe week Tbe Senate will start its week on a credit card reform bill (see below) and may also ad¬ 
dress a bill expanding an expansion of federal financial fraud regulations (S 386). Tbe House is scheduled to 
tackle a multi-year authorization bill for tbe Transportation Security Administration, a measure to increase 
assistance to small businesses, and a Senate-passed bill to expand tbe Hope for Homeowners program 


Tbe FY09 supplemental appropriations bill advanced in botb chambers this week, witb tbe full House of Rep¬ 
resentatives (HR. 2346, 368-GO) and tbe Senate Appropriations Committee (30-0) approving similar meas¬ 
ures yesterday. Botb bills, primarily designed to fund 'war operations in Iraq and Afghan istan /Pak istan 
through Sept. 30, have price-tags w ell over tbe nearly $90 billion requested by tbe Obama Administration 
and inclu de fun ding for foreign operations through tbe State Department as tat ell as domestic flu prepared¬ 
ness. One distinct difference is tbe Senate's inclusion of a $100 billion increase in lending ability to tbe Inter - 
national Monetary Fund's (IIvlF) LJew Arrangements to Borrow program (see below) requested by tbe White 
House. 

Progress on tbe su pp lem ent al, which is not subject to tradition ail budget rules, comes on tbe heels of tbe Ad- 
ministrat ion's release of tbe final pieces of its Fiscal Year 2010 budget request. While much of tbe budget was 
rolled-out prior to this we ek, tbe tables released this week updated tbe White House's previous predictions, 
including a worsening of tbe current fiscal year deficit from $1,752 trillion to $1,84 1 trillion (about 12.9% of 
gross domestic product). Its estimate for tbe FYIO deficit nudged up as well, about $8 7 billion to $1,258 tril¬ 
lion, but sbows better deficit numbers in future years, shrinking to $512 billion in FY13. Tbe timing of tbe 
Administration's completed budget release is unusual in that Congress has already wrapped up its FYIO 
budget. Although a slew of appropriations subcommittees beard testimony from Administration officials this 
week, it remains to be seen bow closely appropriators will mirror White House requests. 

Tbe Social Security and Me dicare program trustees released a report this week on tbe current financial 
status of tbe two prograims, painting a gloomier-than-usual picture on their financial health in light of tbe 
economic recession. Social Security's future is troubling, witb tbe trustees saying it will experience, "cash flow- 
deficits beginning in 20 16 . the deficits will be made up by redeeming trust fund assets until reserves are ex¬ 
hausted in 2037, at which point tax income would be sufficient to pay about three fourths of scheduled bene¬ 
fits through 2083." For Ivledicare Fart A (hospital insurance), "growing annual deficits are projected to ex¬ 
haust HI reserves in 2 0IT, after which tbe percentage of scheduled benefits payable from tax income would 
decline from 81 percent in 2017 to about 50 percent in 2035 and 30 percent in 2080." Tbe estimate assumes 
Me dicare will continue scheduled reductions to physician payments, a mandate Congress has side-stepped in 
tbe last several years. 

Tbe reserve/trust fund exhaustion estimates for Medicare and Social Security are two and four years earlier 
respectively than tbe trustees predicted in 2008. Medicare's Supplementary Me dical Insurance Trust Fund 
and its prescription drug benefits (Farts B and D) are funded on an annual basis and are not reliant on tax 
receipts. Tbe report conclu des that, "For Social Security, tbe reform options are relatively well understood 
but tbe choices are difficult. Me dicare is a bigger challenge. Its cost growth can be contained without sacrific¬ 
ing quality of care only if health care cost growth more generally is contained."

After being swamped by a slew of amendments tbe Senate did not bold a vote on final passage this week on a 
bill to curtail what supporters view as unfair and predatory practices on tbe part of credit card companies -- 
limiting fee and interest rate increases while setting limits on tbe age of consumers eligible for credit cards. 
Tbe Senate measure was inserted as substitute for H.R. 627, a House-passed bill witb similar provisions. 
Botb measures seek to speed up scheduled Federal Reserve regulations set to take effect next summer that 
protect credit card holders from facing significant rate increases when they are late or miss payments. Tbe 
measure also prohibits lenders from taking into account other credit accounts held by tbe consumer wben de¬ 
termining possible interest rate increases. Tbe Senate is expected to bold a final (and likely ultimately suc¬ 
cessful) vote on tbe bill no later than Tuesday. 

On Wednesday, a House Financial Services Committee panel held a bearing on tbe implications of April's 
Lon don G-20 summit for low income countries and tbe global economy. Earlier this w e ek, tbe Obama Admini¬ 
stration formally requested that tbe United States extend an additional $100 billion line of credit to tbe I Ivl F 
through tbe FY09 supplemental appropriations bill. This is part of an overall $500 billion increase in tbe 
IIVlF's ability to extend loans to struggling nations. In bis request, Fresident Obama said tbe extending tbe 
borrowing authority, "-would provide tbe necessary resources for tbe IIvIF to address financial dangers in mar¬ 
kets around tbe world, especially those in developing countries impacted by tbe global financial crisis." Tbe 
commitment -would not largely impact tbe budget, with tbe Fresident saying it would, "carry a minimal 
budget score as it is equivalent in some respects to credit activity w i tb very small risk." Tbe Senate version of 
tbe supplemental includes $5 billion for "default risk" associated witb tbe $100 billion in increased lending 
authority. Tbe increased fun ding w oul d be accompanied by reforms to IMF structure and practices. 

At tbe bearing concern was expressed by several members over increasing government spending at a time 
when tbe budget deficit is "staggering" and unemployment is high. Supporters countered that tbe U.S. has a 
vested interest in tbe economic viability of developing states, noting that a large percentage of U.S. exports 
are to low-income countries essential to maintaining a low level of systemic risk in global credit markets. A 
representative of tbe Center for Global Development testified that tbe U.S. economic recovery is closely tied 
to in tern ati onal economic recovery and urged members to approve tbe A. dm in istrat ion's request. Tbe Lindsey 
Group Managing Director Timothy Adams noted that tbe IMF is a relatively conservative financial institu¬ 
tion and tbe $100 billion would only be a contingent line of credit, to be tapped only if needed and used for 
loans to countries wbo have demonstrated acceptable performance in tbe past. He applauded tbe Obama Ad- 
ministrat ion's leadership at tbe G-20 summit and told members that it is in tbe interest of national security 
as we 11 as -world financial stability to support increased IIvIF funding. 

Another House Financial Services Subcommittee held a bearing Tburs day on fe deral oversight of insurance 
companies. Subcommittee Chairman Faul Kanjorski (D-FA) said that in tbe wake of tbe credit-default swap 
crisis, it is clear that tbe federal government should have, "more direct oversight of tbe insurance industry," 
and that be intends to move, "swiftly, yet deliberatively, in developing a new^ game plan to involve tbe Federal 
government in more direct oversight of tbe insurance industry." He added that recent events have proven 
that insurance companies can grow too large and too complex for tbe existing regulatory frame-work. 

A Congressional Research Service (CRS) expert testified that companies must be prevented from growing, 
"too big to fail," saying tbe cost of current and future crises created by tbe failure of insurance giants far out- 
-weigh any loss from competing -with foreign institutions -which are not similarly regulated. In bis testimony

Hi Jim: 


I am very distressed that you've been suspended from the Club 
and want to do everything I can to get you reinstated. If you can stand to 
read my ideas on this then I've included them here. Keep in mind that above 
all I respect you tremendously and wish this situation didn't exist. 


I've heard all kinds of reasons and maybe rumors about why you've 
been suspended. Since I live in Michigan and don't hang out in the Cartoon 
Room, I have little to reference what I hear against. However, I was indeed 
sitting next to you last summer at the Camp Meeting when you stood up and 
exploded on some of our friends sitting around. At the time I almost quit 
the club, coming extremely close to getting up, walking out and never coming 
back. I was shaken by the way you unleashed on George Olsen and some of the 
others. But, of course, I didn't leave. It took me a long time, many months, 
to get over what happened in that room because of you. But, after months of 
confusion as to why you acted that way, the conclusion I came to was this: I 
finally understood that you didn't realize what kind of effect you had on 
others when you attacked them in such a manner. Maybe you thought that was 
normal behavior. I already knew you were a tremendous lawyer, but it wasn't 
necessary to use your convincing courtroom tactics among dear friends. You 
simply went over the top, and you hurt a lot of people, including me. 

I had a very similar problem when I was younger. Because I am 
focused on music (as you are focused on winning arguments) I couldn't "think 
outside the box." I didn't know how to interact with people who weren't into 
music, and found myself considering them to be inferior in some way. It took 
me many years to realize that they all knew a lot that I didn't, (and still 
don't). So I can empathize with you in that way. We LOH'ers are not lawyers 
and we're not argumentative. A simple kind word can do endless end-runs 
around a confrontation, unlike courtroom battles. 
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No one in our camp is evil. No one is trying to out-jockey 
anyone else for position or authority. No one is trying to isolate you, or 
anyone else, for some dark reason. Everyone likes to just hang out and tell 
stories, that's what we do. Our leaders are simply two guys trying to assign 
beds to us and our guests, there is no power struggle going on here. 


Here's what I suggest to you, and you can take it or leave it. 

A lot of people have been hurt by your words, including me. As 
stated, I think you don't realize how brutal and offensive your words were. 
What I believe would end this entire situation would be something like this: 

George Olsen is sitting in his living room reading the paper. He 
hears a knock on the door. He opens the door to find Jim Carter standing 
there who says, 

"George, may I come in? I didn't realize I hurt you so badly." 


I think if you went directly to the people who you hurt and talk 
peace, this whole thing will be forgotten. 

I tell you this because I love you and hate this situation.

Obama's 100 Days: He Looks Like a Transformational 
Figure Like Roosevelt, Reagan

Stuart E. Eizenstat served in the Lyndon J ohnson and J immy Carter White Houses and in the Bill 
Clinton administration. He is a partner in the law firm Covington & Burling. 

Barack Obama has acted with breathtaking speed on a wide range of issues at home and abroad, 
making a dramatic break from the past eight years. If he can sustain public support for his sweeping 
initiatives, he may join Franklin Roosevelt and Ronald Reagan as one of the modem era's 
transformational presidents. 

FDR used the Great Depression to usher in an expansive role for government and the provision of 
durable social programs. Reagan used double-digit inflation and the bitter after taste of the Iranian 
hostage crisis to implement conservative policies at home and a muscular attitude abroad. So, too. 
President Obama has used the Great Recession and the widespread discontent with Bush-era foreign 
policy to set the foundation for a modem, assertive role for government at home and to forge a new 
approach to foreign relations. 

It is too early to determine the lasting impact of Obama's policies, which will depend in part on factors 
beyond his control, but it is not too soon to recount the dramatic changes the president has already 
made. He has ended the conservative era under which American politics had operated for 40 years 
since Richard Nixon. There were only two respites, both of which failed to overcome the conservative 
momentum: J immy Carter's major domestic achievements were conservative—the deregulation of 
transportation and energy prices—while Bill Clinton was stymied by conservative Congresses and 
focused on budget discipline and overhauling welfare. 

Obama has the charisma, discipline, and Democratic Congress necessary to start a new progressive 
era. As an opening volley, his stimulus package turned conservative philosophy on its head. Instead of 
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tax cuts for the wealthy and reductions in social programs, he cut taxes for the middle class, increased 
them for the rich, and focused funds on those hit hard by the economic crisis. He also increased 
funding for alternative energy, energy efficiency, and education to build the foundation for long-term 
economic prosperity and proposed sweeping healthcare and immigration reform . And he ended 
laissez-faire Wall Street regulation, increasing oversight of all financial institutions and of derivatives. 
He made a dean break from Bush environmental polides. And all of this occurred on top of a sharp 
departure from Bush sodal polides in the areas of federal funding for stem cell research and foreign 
aid for programs that offer family planning services. 

Abroad, the changes are as sweeping. Neo- conservatism has given way to realism, confrontational 
unilateralism to reinvigorated multilateralism. This new approach is most evident in the recalibration 
of the war on terror, which will now be fought consistent with America's values and international 
standards. Guantanamo will be dosed; most detainees will have the right of habeas corpus; suspect 
interrogation methods have been banned; and the CIA's foreign rendition fadlities have been dosed. 
And instead of Baghdad, the war's emphasis is where it should have always been: the lawless border 
areas between Pakistan and Afghanistan, the epicenter of global terrorism. Troops will be drawn 
down in Iraq and increased in Afghanistan. The Afghanistan "surge" will be supplemented by more 
training for the Pakistani and Afghan armies and police, pressing Pakistan to concentrate on 
controlling its own territory against a surging Taliban, and providing economic development in both 
countries to create jobs and hope. 

Other foreign policy changes are dear. Iran will be engaged directly with a mix of stronger incentives 
and sanctions, and likely without preconditions to negotiations to stop their nuclear program. The 
third rail of Latin American politics was partially breached by expanding travel and remittances by 
Cuban-Americas to Cuba. The administration has begun, as Vice President Biden said, to "reset" ffie 
relationship with Russia. And former Sen. George Mitchell's appointment as Middle East envoy 
signals a more engaged role in the Israeli-Palestinian conflict. 

Finally, President Obama's campaign pledge to re-engage with multilateral institutions has dovetailed 
with economic realities. The globalized economy and the rise of emerging states will make the G-20 a 
permanent institution for global economic governance and has led to tripling the resources of the 
International Monetary Fund to combat the recession. 

Now the hard work begins: converting these sweeping initiatives into successful, affordable programs 
that restore growth and vitality to America and greater respect and stability to the world. Success will 
make Obama a historic president. 

Failure opens the way to another long conservative era. I believe Americans understand the depth of 
the challenges he faces and will be patient in awaiting and measuring success.
